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Residents put forward 
views on the'big issues' 


WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land residents flocked to at¬ 
tend two vital public 
meetings into the biggest 
proposed changes to 
Dorset’s planning strategy 
for several decades. 

The first consultation on 
the proposed Weymouth, 
Portland and West Dorset 
Local Plan attracted more 
than 140 people when it 
was held at the St George’s 
Centre on Portland. 

Key island issues in¬ 
cluded the future develop¬ 
ment of Portland Port and 
its role as a marine employ¬ 
ment site of national and in¬ 
ternational importance. 

Other issues included sus¬ 
tainable tourism such as

and maximising the poten¬ 
tial of existing major em¬ 
ployment sites while 
capitalising on environ¬ 
mental and heritage assets 
such as Sites of Special Sci¬ 
entific Interest and Portland 
Castle. 

Among early visitors to 
the centre was Portland 
Community Partnership 
chairman Andy Matthews 
who said: “This event was 
critically important for the 
people of Portland because 
it was our chance to put for¬ 
ward our views on our fu¬ 
ture. 

“Transport infrastructure 
is a big issue and we want 
the Local Plan to have 
joined up thinking about 
this with other issues such 
as employment.” 

A similar Local Plan 
meeting attracted more than

200 people when it was 
held the next day at Red¬ 
lands Community Sports 
Hub in Weymouth. 

Key issues there included 
proposals for 400 homes at 
Wey Valley, the future de¬ 
velopment and regenera¬ 
tion of Weymouth town 
centre, 500 homes pro¬ 
posed for Markham and 
Little Lrancis, 850 new 
homes as part of the Chick- 
erell urban extension and 
another 500 homes and 
employment land for ex¬ 
pansion at Littlemoor. 

Another aspect of the 
plan was the Tumbledown 
Larm proposal off Radipole 
Lane which includes ceme¬ 
tery uses, allotments, com¬ 
munity food provision and 
nature conservation. 

Among visitors at this 
venue was Jan Hinton who 
said: “The proposal for 400 
homes at Wey Valley is 
frightening while Little- 
moor’s expansion is even 
worse. 


“They might plan a new 
first school there but the 
community centre and the 
doctor’s surgery will never 
cope with the increase in 
residents and neither will 
the buses.” 

Weymouth, Portland and 
West Dorset principal plan¬ 
ning officer Adrian Welsh 
said: “These two events 
and nine other similar 
meetings gave people a 
chance to come in, see the 
draft Local Plan proposals 
and comment on them. 

“We will then look at 
those comments, give our 
own views on them and 
send them to the Govern¬ 
ment for an inspector to 
consider public comments 
and councils’ response to 
them. 

“An inspector will then 
hold a public examination 
of the draft Local Plan and 
comments on it. If all goes 
well, the Local Plan could 
be adopted by autumn 
2013.”

■ WHAT drew you towards an interest in care serv¬ 
ices? 

I got into care work as a result of my parents approach¬ 
ing the end of their lives. A search for a suitable care 
home for my mother, by then suffering from dementia, 
opened my eyes to the care industry and the huge vari¬ 
ation in the quality of care that was available. 

■ WHAT makes Everycare a good service provider? 
It is down to a combination of quality, reliability and 
having a great team of employees. Neither my wife nor 
I could ever be satisfied unless we sincerely believed 
that we were doing our utmost to be the very best at 
what we do. 

For some elements of our service we are effectively an 
emergency service, and by this I mean that when for in¬ 
stance a hospital contacts us for cover staff, they will 
have already striven to resolve any staff shortages in¬ 
ternally. So if they book our staff, and we were to let 
them down in some way, they have very few options 
left to them to resolve the matter. 

■ WHAT is your mantra? 

'Never let the customer down!' 

■ WHAT gives you the greatest sense of job satis¬ 
faction? 

We are a family led business, often intimately involved 
with the families of those for whom we care, and that 
gives great job satisfaction. But most of all I love the fact 
that it is a people business, both in respect of our staff 
and clients. 
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■ WHAT kind of feedback do you get from your 
clients? 

We get a lot of positive feedback from our clients, both 
corporate and private. We are required by legislation to 
have a robust quality assurance system, but often the 
most welcome feedback of all is the unsolicited letters 
of thanks that we receive, very often from the families 
of those for whom we have cared. 

Some of the letters can be intensely moving, and we al¬ 
ways ensure that the staff who actually delivered the 
care get the thanks 

■ WHAT skills or experience do people need in 
order to work for Everycare? 

Basically nothing other than having a caring nature. 
Many of our staff join us as novices, and we have a su¬ 
perb training regime that gives them the confidence 
and knowledge they need. We have had a few who 
have started with us as a care assistant, then progressed 
to being a health care assistant (working in care homes 
and hospitals), and who have then gone on to undergo 
their nurse training. 

■ HOW many staff do you employ?

But I would also set up a Dorset Dementia Centre as a 
charity, with its main aim being to continually gather in 
the very best knowledge and training from around the 
World and disseminate the benefits to sufferers, their 
families and carers in Dorset. 

■ WHAT else do you get up to? 

I am vice-chairman of the Bournemouth, Dorset & 
Poole Care Providers Association. My main hobby is sail¬ 
ing and lam vice commodore of Portland Yacht Club. 
Mundane as it may seem, I also love gardening.

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Worried residents 
enlist help of MP 
over future of Marsh 


SOUTH Dorset MP 
Richard Drax has pledged 
to help worried residents 
get reassurance about the 
future of the Marsh playing 
fields in Weymouth. 

Concerns have been 
growing that some form of 
future development may be 
planned for the site ever 
since Weymouth and Port¬ 
land council refused to 
nominate the Marsh for 
Queen Elizabeth II Fields 
status. 

Campaigners say the 
council has no right to ever 
consider development be¬ 
cause the playing area was 
granted to the town as play¬ 
ing fields in perpetuity 
under a Deed of Covenant 
which is still active. 

Management committee 
chairman Councillor Mike 
Goodman defended the 
council’s QEFC decision 
and said: “There is no con¬ 
spiracy. We chose not to 
ask for the Marsh to be des¬ 
ignated under the QEFC 
but instead to nominate 
other sites including Red- 
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lands and The Grove. 

“The facilities at the 
Marsh, although valuable, 
are duplicated elsewhere in 
the borough and there is no 
plan to upgrade sports facil¬ 
ities there because we have 
already gone into partner¬ 
ship with Weymouth Col¬ 
lege and Wey Valley School 
to do that at Redlands. 

“I don’t know what the 
future of the Marsh is. The 
current Local Plan, which is 
out for public consultation, 
designates the Marsh as 
public open space for recre¬ 
ation for at least the next 20 
years, so it is a little early to 
start talking about protect¬ 
ing it from development, 
particularly as it is a struc¬ 
turally difficult place. 
That’s why it is called the 
Marsh.” 

But residents remain un¬ 
convinced and they met Mr 
Drax at the Marsh to air 
their concerns where cam¬ 


paigner Michael Wheller 
said: “Past experience has 
shown that council prom¬ 
ises are not worth the paper 
they are printed on. 

“They tried to bring in a 
major development for a 
new football club and a su¬ 
permarket in 1985 and only 
dropped that when they 
discovered that the Marsh 
was protected by a Deed of 
Covenenant. 

“We now have a petition 
signed by more than 1,100 
people and all it asks is for 
the council to agree to full 
consultation before making 
any decision on the Marsh. 
That is all we are asking 
for and I don’t see how the 
council can refuse.” 

Fellow campaigner Ann 
Axenskold said: “It would 
be morally wrong to build 
on this open green piece of 
land which is protected by 
a Deed of Covenant dated

June 6 th , 1964.” 

Weymouth St Paul’s Har¬ 
riers and Athletics Club 
president Anthony Faulkner 
said: “The Marsh facilities 
may not be brilliant but 
they are vital to the club be¬ 
cause the nearest hammer 
cage to the Marsh is Poole 
or Yeovil. 

“Other facilities there are 
equally important and we 
would be dead against any 
proposal to build on the 
site.” 

Others said 13 playing 
pitches had already been 
lost across Weymouth in re¬ 
cent years, four more were 
under threat and there was 
clearly a shortage of play¬ 
ing pitches while the 
Marsh’s poor state had 
forced a school sports day 
there to be cancelled just 
hours before. 

Past Dorset Amateur Ath¬ 
letics Association president 
John Hawthorne described 
the Marsh as “an unusable 
fossil track” which forced 
youngsters to go to Poole 
for “the nearest proper ath¬ 
letics track”. 

He added that there were 
plans to develop a track at 
the Marsh 20 years ago but 
nothing had been done to 
the site. 

Mr Hawthorne said: 
“Dorset is the only admin¬ 
istrative county in the coun¬ 
try which has no athletics 
track.” 

Mr Drax told campaign¬ 
ers: “This is clearly meant 
to be a sports facility, there 
is a covenant in force which 
says it should be and I am a 
little baffled that the coun¬ 
cil is not telling residents 
what the long term plans 
are. I will do my best to as¬ 
sure residents that the 
covenant will be followed.”

Event manager Roy Griffiths 
said: “In a challenging year we are 
really pleased that the fifth Spirit of 
the Sea festival is managing to 
stage 20 events. 

“Pride of place goes to the Dorset 
Seafood Festival which we expect 
up to 40,000 visitors to attend. 

“It is great that we have been able 
to stage such a spectacle in a year 
when we host the Olympic and Par¬ 
alympic sailing events.”

Flying Jurassic Airlines 


DORSET-BASED innovator 

Richard Hartnell, whose Jurassic 
Airlines experience was a huge hit at 
the launch of the Jurassic Coast 
Earth Festival in May, has spent re¬ 
cent weeks enhancing the flight in 
the run up to its stay at “Onboard In¬ 
ternational Airport” in Weymouth to 
offer passengers the latest in what he 
describes as ‘Ecotainment’. 

The 737 flight simulator takes pas¬ 
sengers back 250m years in time to 
fly with dinosaurs, incorporating a 
humourous narrative from the pilot 
and co-pilot to explain the history of 
the Jurassic Coast and raise aware¬ 
ness of the effects of fossil-fuel 
usage on climate change. 

The experience, which had its test 
flights from the specially built 


“Lyme Regis International Airport” 
in May, had passengers enthusing 
about its authenticity. On arrival at 
fast-track check-in, passengers are 
asked the usual questions about what 
they may be carrying, but with the 
emphasis on fossil-fuel-derived 
products (fleeces, mobile phones 
etc). They then pass into the depar¬ 
ture lounge via the Humiliascan en¬ 
hanced biometric security scanner 
before a brief wait for their flight. 

During this wait, Jurassic Coast TV 
entertains and informs, with breaking 
news from different geological times 
and mass extinction events. Passen¬ 
gers then board their flights and, 
after their time-travel safety check, 
take off on their 15-minute trip back 
into hyperspace. 


With green credentials foremost, 
the airports and aircraft are con¬ 
structed with the help of recycled 
materials designed to minimise the 
airline’s carbon footprint. 

“It doesn’t stop there either,” boasts 
Hartnell. “Compared to our competi¬ 
tors’ 737 fleets, ours burn signifi¬ 
cantly less fossil fuel to travel 
immense distances in a fraction of 
time.” 

Jurassic Airlines will be flying 
from Onboard International Airport 
(in front of the Weymouth Pavilion) 
from July 26th to September 8th 
during the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

Tickets will be available from the 
Weymouth Tourist Information Of¬ 
fice in the Pavilion.

The Search and Rescue helicopter is scheduled to 
be axed due to budget cuts in 2017. So far, appeals 
to Prime Minister David Cameron and Secretary of 
State forTransport Justine Greening, have fallen on 
deaf ears. 

"Just 100,000 signatures on an e-petition signifi¬ 
cantly raise the chances of a debate in the House," 
said Mr Drax. 

"We must ensure that we do not lose a precious 
resource like our helicopter, to which so many peo¬ 
ple owe their lives, without a very grave and public 
assessment of the consequences. 

"I have been told by the Secretary of State that no 
consultation was undertaken over getting rid of our 
helicopter because the service was being 'im¬ 
proved.'She has assured me that 10 newer, faster 
helicopters can do the job previously done by 12. 
That is debatable. No helicopter can be in two 
places at once, no matter how fast it is. 

"Even the consultants asked to validate the De¬ 
partment ofTransport's report said that there were 
flaws in the analysis. The very least we can do is to 
make sure that such a drastic move is discussed 
properly, in the House, by those who have their 
constituents' interests at heart. 

"The savings to the government are negligible; 
the Portland helicopter costs between £4m and 
£5m a year. It is estimated that one road crash 
death costs the public purse £2m. At that rate, with 
only two lives saved a year, the Portland helicopter 
is paying for itself. 

"Swimmers, sailors, divers, fishermen, walkers, 
holidaymakers - in fact, anyone at all who appreci¬ 
ates and uses our glorious coastline should sign this 
petition to save our helicopter."

H ENRY VIIFs Sandsfoot Castle, built in 1539, 
and Weymouth’s only scheduled monument 
was formally reopened on Sunday after 80 
years of being fenced off from the public. 

Deputy Mayor Ray Banham and young artist Thomas 
Myers from Beechcroft School, winner of the paint-a- 
castle competition, performed the honour by cutting 
the ribbon watched by members of Friends of the Rod- 
well Trail and Sandsfoot Castle. 

Hundreds of people then enjoyed the annual Tudor 
picnic in the grounds. 

David Carter and Tara Gooding representing co-part- 
ners Friends of Rodwell Trail and Sandsfoot Castle and 
Weymouth and Portland Borough Council, in the proj¬ 
ect to restore the building for public use, handed over 
the key to the castle to young Thomas Myers who 
symbolised the future generations who must continue 
to look after it. Thomas in turn passed the key to 
Deputy Mayor Ray Banham for safekeeping in the 
community before cutting the ribbon. 

It is hoped that the key and the scale model of the 
castle will be put on display in the Civic Society’s 
Tudor House. During the day local historian, Gordon 
FePard, dressed in period clothes, gave guided tours 
outside and inside the castle on the new walkway with 
stunning views across the harbour, which is now open 
to the public throughout the year. 

There were displays of Morris dancing by the Sestus 
Derrimen and Tudor dancing by the Dorchester His¬ 
torical Dance Group, as well as a variety of period 
games ranging from Quintain to Aunt Sally. 

David Carter, chairman of the Friends of Rodwell 
Trail and Sandsfoot Castle, said: “This is a great day 
for the friends and Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council, who have been working together for four 
years to give public access to Sandsfoot Castle. We 
hope that both locals and visitors will be able to enjoy 
the castle for many generations to come.”

JUNE-the first month of summer? 2012 has given 
us the wettest April in our 132 year weather records 
and followed it up with the wettest June, exceeding 
the 1980 total by 13.6mm.

Rainfall for 2012 to date is 398.7 mm, 62.0 mm 
above the 30-year average. Only April and June ex¬ 
ceeded the monthly average. 

The 30-year average sunshine for June is 225 
hours and 18 minutes: June 2012 produced just 
141 hours and 12 minutes, 62.7% of the 30-year av¬ 
erage. 

Fog and sea mists were present on several occa¬ 
sions; thick fog was predominant on the 26 th and 
27 th 

Winds during June were around average, with 
gusts on many days between 20 and 37 MPH, the 
greatest gust of just 51 MPH recorded on Thursday 
7 th . 

The average Mean temperature was exactly aver¬ 
age at 14.2 degrees. 

The average sea temperature was 4.4 degrees 
below average at 10.3 degrees.

House sales "a reverse pyramid" says housing spokesman 


AS a member of the National Association of Estate 
Agents, Gordon & Rumsby are kept up-to-date with 
regular industry newsletters and forums. Changes in 
legislation affecting the housing market are reported 
immediately and the NAEA run monthly surveys 
amongst members to keep track on the ever-changing 
housing market. Richard Copus is the West Country Re¬ 
gional Executive for the National Association of Estate 
Agents and recently published the following editorial. 
This sums up the trend that we are seeing at Gordon & 
Rumsby this year and so decided to share this piece 
with readers. I hope you find it interesting. 

Julie Gordon 

Richard Copus, West Country Regional, says that 
the housing market has turned into a 'reverse pyra¬ 
mid'which is the main factor influencing slow house 
sales. 

"The normal housing market, which we have 
known for decades, revolves around young, first 
time buyers stepping onto the housing ladder for 
the first time and moving up that ladder as years 
progress. First time buyers have traditionally formed 


the bedrock of the market. That situation now is to¬ 
tally reversed. 

With first timers like needles in haystacks and an 
increasingly ageing population, the pyramid has 
been reversed. We are now seeing the general trend 
in house sales as top downwards rather than bot¬ 
tom up. Indeed, it can be said that the market really 
hasgone'bottom up'! This puts pressure on the top 
end of the market and on house values." 

Richard emphasises that this is not a life-changing 
situation, but it needs a rethink from estate agents 
and house sellers on how they should value and 
market their homes. 

"The reassuring trend over the last 3 years is that 
house prices have remained relatively stable with 
only small ups and downs. The problem at the mo¬ 
ment is lack of buyers. Government statistics indi¬ 
cate that residential housing transactions are down 
60% from their recent peak in 2007. Down here in 
the West Country it is more like a half full pint pot. 

The pot is half full, rather than half empty, because 
there is still a slow but steady influx of people relo¬ 
cating from our increasingly congested metropoli¬

tan areas and many older people retire down here. 
Generally speaking, they are selling considerably 
higher value properties and are prepared to pay for 
a better lifestyle and environment. What we don't 
have are thirty-something's on increased incomes 
itching to buy larger houses and twenty-some¬ 
thing's with mortgages filling the gap." 

"The result of these trends means that property 
values are unlikely to decrease substantially over the 
next few years, but they are unlikely to go up either. 
It would only need a small increase in first time 
buyer lending or employment confidence amongst 
young families to fuel housing demand, but neither 
of these is likely to happen in the foreseeable future. 
So it continues to be important not to overvalue 
houses when they are put up for sale." 

"Put your house on the market at more than a few 


per cent above market value and you are likely to 
end up selling it for less than you otherwise would. 
How is this? The buyers are out there but they are 
very money conscious. Many of them are living in 
rented accommodation where they have been for 6 
months or even 2 years. Looking for specific houses 
in specific price ranges and locations, they know val¬ 
ues to the tee. If they see something they like the 
look of they won't mess about. It is surprising how 
many properties sell at or within 1 per cent of their 
asking prices. What they won't do is waste time 
looking at overvalued homes and there are a lot out 
there. The result is that overvalued houses don't get 
viewers, go stale, and end up selling at depressed 
prices when the owners eventually decide that they 
have had enough."

Russian threat to Blake's golden chances 


DESPITE beating his own world record in the 800m, 
Dorchester's Paul Blake was beaten into third place in 
last week's IPC Athletics European Championships at 
Stadskaanal in Holland. 

Although trimming 1.21 secs off his world record of 
2:08:02, the 22-year-old from Charlton Down was 
beaten into bronze position by a new Russian athlete 
Evgenii Shvetcov who won in 2:05:03, and old rival 
Artem Arefyev who clocked 2:06:19. 

The 24-year-old Soviet making his first appearance 
on the international scene, also denied Blake gold in 
the 400m, beating the fastest time in the world this 
year set by Blake only two weeks ago, with Arefyev 
third. 

However Blake is in no way disheartened by the re¬ 
sults and believes it will only spur him on to better 
things. 

Speaking exclusively with View Sport he said:"lt was 
a really good championship's. Shetchov was new to 
me; I have never heard of him before; but I am not 
fazed by him, it only makes me want to try harder." 

Despite being beaten by the two Russians in the 
800m, Blake is in good spirits. He is pleased with the 
way he is running; lengthening his stride and achiev¬ 


ing a level of relaxation that he wasn't able to find pre¬ 
viously. 

"Arefyev is great competition, and he is still very 
much in the picture, but Shvetcov means more com¬ 
petition and that spurs me on. I couldn't have done 
anymore that I did last week, and was beaten by 
someone who was better on the day. 

"However I won't be changing my training in any 
way, I will keep doing what I am doing and hopefully 
get quicker. I believe there is more in me, and I will 
continue to work hard, and hopefully stay injury free." 

He feels now that he can go faster and just needs to 
concentrate on leg strength. "The Russians are much 
taller and stronger than me. I think that's what made 
the difference in the final 60m. 

"There is work to do but I've got eight weeks and I'm 
really looking forward to it.The races are becoming re¬ 
ally exciting now that there are three of us within 
touching distance of each other." 

Blake's next competition is the McCain Birmingham 
Games on 8th July when he will be running the 400m 
and 800m,with Blake having already met the Team GB 
standard times, expecting to officially be named in the 
Team GB Paralympic team the following day.

BOWLS NEWS: Olympics no barrier for tournament 


DESPITE difficulties attracting the usual num¬ 
ber of entrants to the 53rd annual Weymouth 
& Portland Bowls Tournament because of per¬ 
ceived concerns about traffic access and con¬ 
gestion as well as parking and increased 
accommodation costs during Olympic year, 
numerous local clubs including those from 
London, Weston-super-Mare, Bristol and 
Poole have registered teams.
